Build Island of Concrete. 


An artificial island of reinforced 


concrete has been built in the Jli 
terranean at Hyeres strait, near Ton. 
Ion, the great French naval 
ba=i 


which is to be used solely for testing 
torpedoes. 
The island is not a larse 


one, being less than SO feet long bj 
about 50 feet broad, and is built upon 
a reinforced concrete caisson which 
was towed out from Toulon and s 
merged, it is divided into corns -,rt 
ments by walls 4 feet thick, in tlis 
largest of wlreh. 10 reet below the -;i'; 
level, the tcnedoes are handled. Pro- 
jecting from this compar-.ment are 
three torpedo tubes, while, above tlie 
surface of the water, 10 feet in the 
air, are two aerial-torpedo tubes. The 
operating mechanism, which uses elec- 
tricity as a motive power, is all con- 
tained in the superstructure built OUT 
the caisson, and lighting and ventilat 
ing systems aa well aa wireless and 
searchlights are provided. An electric 
crane extending out from one side 
permits the torpedoes to be lifted from 
the water and returned to their eu- 
lions after practise.—Popular Mechan- 
ics.
